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ERROL  PUBLIC  LIBRARY  REPORT  - 1987 

It's  been  a  busy  year  at  the  library  --  we've  grown  in  many  ways. 
Thanks  to  everyone  who  has  challenged  us  with  their  requests  and  reading 
interests,  and  to  those  who  donated  time,  ideas,  energy,  and  books. 
Especially,  we  thank  the  Wilderness  Valley  4-H  Club  for  their  flowers. 
Link  and  Diane  Linkenbach  for  the  barrel  and  flowers,  and  Carol  Norman 
and  Carol  West  for  their  help  with  the  summer  sale.  Four  books  were 
donated  in  Lorence  Sweatt's  memory. 

We  had  several  successful  fundraisers  this  year,  including:  a 
Discovery  Toy  Party  in  March,  the  proceeds  from  which  enabled  us  to 
purchase  a  set  of  children's  encyclopedias  for  half-price.  Money  from 
the  sale  of  calendars  "Errol,  N.H.  Then  and  Now"  was  used  for  carpet 
in  the  main  room  of  the  library.  The  needlepoint  picture  raffle  was 
won  by  Trudy  Abbott,  and  the  proceeds  are  being  used  for  books,  as  are 
the  proceeds  from  the  summer  snack  and  book  sale.  The  Christmas  Wish 
List  was  a  new  and  fairly  well  received  idea:  all  "gifts"  were 
greatly  appreciated. 

"July  Fridays",  our  pre-school  third  grade  read-aloud  program, 
was  enjoyed  by  all,  with  stories  and  special  projects  each  Friday 
morning  in  the  library.  The  final  day  of  the  program  ended  with  a 
balloon  launch.  Special  thanks  to  Carol  Norman  for  her  help  and 
interest. 

In  celebration  of  Children's  Book  Week  in  November,  the  school 
children  toured  the  library,  and  were  issued  library  cards,  with  a 
welcome  to  return.  Adults  are  currently  registering  for  library 
cards;  the  cards  are  free  and  issued  to  all  interested  readers,  young 
and  old.  The  card  numbers  will  be  used  on  book  cards  now,  rather  than 
names,  to  ensure  patron  privacy. 

Annual  circulation  of  materials  has  increased  13.7%,  from  3,201 
in  1986  to  3,641  in  1987.  We,  of  course,  hope  to  continue  increasing 
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and  expanding  our  services  to  the  public.  The  Media-Mobile  stopped 
serving  public  libraries  as  of  June  1,  1987,  but  still  makes  monthly 
stops  at  the  school  and  still  serves  individuals.  Their  inter-library 
loan  service  continues,  though,  as  does  service  through  the  State 
Library  in  Concord.  Through  the  new  NHAIS  (New  Hampshire  Automated 
Information  System),  inter-library  loan  service  is  much  greater  now. 
If  any  library  in  N.H.  has  the  book  that  is  requested,  we  can  get  it 
for  the  patron,  giving  us  virtually  unlimited  resources  in  serving 
your  needs. 

Our  maintenance  and  repair  adventures  finally  led  us  through  the 
installation  of  a  book  drop,  new  porch  with  railing,  reshingled  roof, 
repaired  windows,  and  ceiling  insulation  finished.  Also,  both  rooms 
have  been  repainted,  thanks  to  efforts  of  the  trustees  and  librarian. 

Although  our  buying  power  increases  with  the  success  of  fund- 
raisers and  your  support,  we  continually  struggle  with  rising  costs 
and  trying  to  provide  the  best  collection  possible  for  the  area. 
Figures  quoted  from  Publishers  Weekly  (Oct.  2,  1987):  the  average 
cost  of  hardcover  books  is  now  $32.43  (non-fiction);  fiction  hard- 
cover is  $16.84  for  adult  and  $10.64  for  junior  books;  mass  market 
paperbacks  -  $3.46,  trade  paperbacks  -  $14.86,  for  fiction  and 
non-fiction.  This  boils  down  to  an  increase  of  $1.50  per  book  on 
the  average.  Thus,  our  increased  book  budget  request.  The  increase 
in  the  librarian's  salary  in  the  1988  budget  is  due  to  four  months 
(September  -  December)  of  unpaid  salary,  this  being  the  result  of 
two  factors:  the  extra  costs  of  the  building  repairs  over  what  we 
had  budgeted,  and  the  $1,088.25  1986  surplus,  which  we  unknowingly 
did  not  receive. 

Our  goals  for  1988  include  replacing  the  oil  burner  in  the 
furnace,  providing  more  efficient  use  of  fuel.  Support  beams  in 
the  basement  need  to  be  replaced,  also  the  basement  stairs. 
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A  new  storm  door  and  window  shades  will  be  purchased.  Above  all,  our 
primary  goal  is  to  always  be  improving  service  to  the  public  through 
new  books  and  materials,  program  offerings,  and  inter-library  loans. 
Melinda  Hawkins  has  completed  two  more  courses  in  the  State-accredited 
Library  Techniques  Program;  "Selection  of  Library  Materials"  and 
"Literature  for  Children  and  Young  Adults".  Through  the  learning 
received  from  these  courses,  cooperation  with  other  libraries,  and 
hard  work,  your  library  hopes  to  continue  to  be  a  positive  force  in 
Errol .  As  always,  we  heartily  welcome  suggestions  on  how  we  can 
improve  our  service  to  you;  and  through  your  support,  1988  will  see 
an  even  more  effective  public  library  serving  the  community  as  an 
information  and  resource  center.

Demand  for  the  services  of  the  Errol  Rescue  Squad  has  risen 
dramatically  in  the  past  year,  due  mainly  to  two  factors:  a  rising 
elderly  population,  and  an  increasing  number  of  tourists.  In  1987 
we  responded  to  the  following: 
2  Motor  Vehicle  Accidents 
1  Motor  Cycle  Accident 
1  Hypothermia  (by  water) 
7  Cardiac  Arrests 
5  Medical  Emergencies 
1  Hiking  Accident 

We  have  purchased  several  large,  essential  new  pieces  of 
equipment,  including  anti-shock  trousers,  traction  splints,  a  back- 
board, and  a  basket  stretcher.  We  have  also  had  to  replace  some  old, 
worn  out  equipment,  including  a  new  bag  valve  mask.  We  also  have 
continual  replacement  expenses  for  oxygen,  oxygen  masks,  and 
bandaging  equipment. 

All  three  of  our  EMT's  are  due  for  their  semi-annual,  24-hour 
recertification  course  in  November,  1988. 

It  is  unfortunate  that  we  have  had  to  remove  our  donation 
canisters,  due  to  the  disappearance  of  one,  and  the  burglary  of 
another.  We  would  like  to  thank  the  four  businesses  who  allowed  us 
to  display  them. 

We  would  like  to  thank  everyone  who  made  donations  and 
everyone  who  has  supported  us  in  many  way,  including  the 
Bicentennial  Committee,  as  we  try  to  bring  better  pre-hospital 
care  to  this  area.

of 

Superintendent  of  Schools 

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Errol  School  District: 

The  future  of  the  Errol  School  District  lies  ahead  of  us.   We  can  not 
change  the  past  but  we  can  decide  what  the  future  will  be.   All  of  you  as 
citizens  of  Errol  committed  yourselves  several  years  ago  to  continuing  to 
maintain  a  school  in  Errol.   Those  of  you  who  have  school  aged  children  have 
expressed  a  desire  to  keep  your  children  close  to  home.   I  agree  with  and 
respect  the  wishes  of  the  people  of  Errol  in  this  regard.   I  must  add,  however 
that  if  you  are  to  have  a  future  for  your  children,  if  you  are  to  keep  your 
children  in  the  community,  if  you  are  to  build  the  future,  you  must  invest 
in  the  future.   And  what  better  investment  do  we  all  have  than  our  children. 

Further  down  into  my  report  I  will  be  asking  you  to  seriously  consider 
the  recommendation  of  the  Errol  School  District  Building  Committee.   Within 
the  recommendation  of  the  Committee  lies  the  future  of  Errol,  the  future 
education  of  your  children,  and  a  commitment  to  that  future.   I  hope  all  of 
you  will  give  it  your  serious  consideration. 

S.A.U.  Study 

Last  March  the  people  of  the  Gorham  School  District  voted  to  approve  a 
petition  article  sponsored  by  the  Gorham  Committee  for  Better  Schools  to  make 
a  study  of  the  feasibility  of  Gorham  going  it  alone  and  pulling  out  of  the 
S.A.U.   It  was  the  position  of  some  and  claimed  by  Mr.  Denis  Fournier,  the 
spokesman  for  the  group,  that  a  substantial  savings  could  be  realized  by 
Gorham  in  the  administrative  costs  of  the  school  system.   Mr.  Fournier 
informed  those  at  the  Gorham  Annual  Meeting  the  study  would  cost  nothing. 
The  study  has  since  been  undertaken  and  is  now  in  the  process  of  being 
finalized.   The  results  are  expected  to  be  available  at  the  Gorham  Annual 
Meeting  in  March  of  this  year. 

If  the  results  of  the  study  were  to  recommend  a  reorganization  of  the 
S.A.U.,  Errol  would  be  affected.   The  change  would  not  happen  immediately. 
It  is  also  possible  it  would  never  happen  at  all.   When  a  community  decides 
to  break  away,  it  must  make  a  proposal  to  the  N.H.  State  Department  of 
Education.   The  State  Board  of  Education  is  left  with  the  final  decision,  but 
only  after  it  makes  a  study.   And  that  study  takes  into  consideration  the  best 
interests  of  all  communities,  not  just  the  one  that  has  made  the  request  to 
break  away. 

Recent  events  have  clouded  the  work,  and  eventually,  the  recommendations 
of  the  S.A.U.  Study  Committee.   Independent  of  the  Study  Committee  and  with- 
out its  knowledge  or  consent  a  second  petition  article  has  been  submitted  by 
some  of  the  same  individuals  who  had  initiated  the  first  petition  article. 
The  second  article  requests  the  N.H.  State  Legislature  to  make  a  feasibility 
study  of  forming  a  new  S.A.U.  with  Gorham,  Randolph,  and  Shelburne.   The 
three  northern  towns  of  Errol,  Dummer,  and  Milan  would  be  left  to  join  with 
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either  Berlin,  Groveton,  or  Colebrook.   This  article  is  being  put  forward 
before  the  Study  Committee  has  had  the  opportunity  to  report  the  results  of 
its  study.   Fortunately  these  individuals  do  not  represent  the  people  of 
Gorham,  Randolph,  or  Shelburne;  they  only  represent  themselves.   Hopefully 
the  views  of  the  few  will  not  disrupt  a  long  standing  and  historical  relation- 
ship that  has  existed  among  these  six  communities.   Let  your  voices  be  heard. 

Recommendation  of  the  Errol  School  District 
Building  Committee 

The  Errol  School  District  Building  Committee  has  recommended  that  a  new 
school  be  built  to  replace  the  existing  building.   The  recommendation  of  the 
Committee  came  after  long  and  considered  discussion  and  with  the  best  interests 
of  the  community  in  mind.   In  the  final  analysis  the  Committee  made  its  deci- 
sion based  on  cost  effectiveness,  accessibility,  safety,  the  future  needs  of 
the  community,  the  best  interests  of  the  children,  and  with  a  commitment  to 
keep  the  education  of  the  children  in  Errol.   It  is  the  opinion  of  the  Build- 
ing Committee  that  these  ends  can  best  be  achieved  with  the  construction  of 
a  new  school.   The  decision  now  rests  with  each  voter  in  Errol.   Whatever  that 
decision  is  I  only  ask  that  you  make  it  based  on  what  is  best  for  the  children 
and  the  community  as  a  whole. 

School  Warrant 

A  number  of  changes  have  occurred  on  the  1988  school  warrant.   These 
include  the  articles  changing  the  terms  of  all  school  district  officers  to 
three  years  (Articles  1,  2,  and  3),  the  article  authorizing  the  school  district 
to  appoint  a  deputy  treasurer  (Article  8),  the  article  to  raise  and  appropriate 
$450,000.00  to  build  a  new  school  (Article  5),  and  the  article  to  expand  the 
services  of  the  S.A.U.  through  the  employemnt  of  a  business  administrator 
(Article  11).   The  most  significant  of  these  is  Article  5.   No  other  article 
on  this  year's  warrant  will  have  such  long  lasting  effects  on  the  future  of 
Errol  than  this  article  will  have. 

Articles  1,  2,  and  3  have  been  changed  for  the  purpose  of  giving  your 
school  district  officers  some  stability.   It  has  been  difficult  in  the  past 
to  get  good  people  to  run  for  office  and  to  keep  them.   Part  of  the  problem 
was  the  annual  term.   With  the  change,  if  approved  by  the  voters,  we  should 
be  able  to  keep  our  people  longer  and  add  some  stability  to  these  positions. 

The  need  to  add  Article  8  to  our  school  warrant  became  evident  this  year. 
Recently  our  treasurer  planned  to  leave  the  area  for  a  short  time.   This 
resulted  in  a  mad  rush  to  find  someone  to  carry  out  her  duties  during  her 
absence.   With  a  little  planning  this  could  have  been  avoided.   We  feel  a 
deputy  treasurer  is  the  answer. 

Article  5  is  perhaps  the  most  important  article  on  this  year's  warrant. 
If  approved  it  will  provide  a  long  term  solution  to  the  educational  and 
safety  needs  of  the  Errol  School  District.   The  present  facility  lacks 
functional  space,  does  not  provide  accessibility  for  the  handicapped,  requires 
extensive  repairs  and  renovation,  and  fails  numerous  safety  codes.   Three 
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options  were  considered  by  the  Errol  Building  Committee  to  address  these 
shortcoming.   These  included  renovation,  renovation  and  an  addition,  or  a 
new  facility.   When  all  factors  were  considered  it  was  the  judgment  of  the 
Committee  that  the  best  and  most  cost  effective  solution  was  to  construct 
a  new  school.   And  that  recommendation  will  have  been  made  at  a  public 
hearing  prior  to  the  March  10th  Annual  Meeting. 

The  last  of  the  new  articles  is  Article  11.   The  article  requests  the 
approval  of  the  voters  of  Errol  to  add  the  services  of  a  business  administratoi 
to  the  S.A.U.   The  cost  of  the  position  to  Errol  would  be  $1,222.00  over  what 
it  would  have  paid  normally;  which  for  1988-89  would  have  been  less  than 
1987-88. 

The  new  position  has  a  dual  purpose: 

1.  To  assist  the  superintendent  to  deal  with  the  multitude  of 
new  state  and  federal  regulations, 

2.  To  allow  the  superintendent  to  spend  more  time  on  educational 
matters  needing  his  attention. 

It  is  my  hope  that  the  individual  who  fills  this  position  will  not 
only  be  able  to  meet  the  two  major  objectives  set  forth  above  but  will  also 
be  able  to  generate  additional  sources  of  income  at  least  equal  to  the  salary 
he  or  she  will  receive. 

Budget 

The  operational  budget  for  the  1988-89  school  year,  exclusive  of  the 
bond  issue,  has  increased  by  19.1%  on  the  net  side  or  $27,434.00.   Of  this 
amount  $22,000.00  may  be  found  in  teacher   salaries,  insurance,  PICA,  tuition, 
and  instructional  materials.   Nearly  half  of  the  $22,000.00  may  be  attributed 
to  tuition  alone.   Of  the  remaining  $5,000.00  approximately  $3,000.00  is  in 
the  area  of  special  education,  another  $1,000.00  in  guidance,  approximately 
$1,200.00  in  transportation,  with  the  remainder  spread  throughout  the  budget. 

Perhaps  the  most  critical  increases  may  be  found  in  teacher  salaries 
and  tuition.   The  first  is  critical  to  the  maintenance  of  a  teaching  staff 
in  Errol.   We  must  maintain  a  competitive  salary  if  we  are  to  keep  our 
teachers.   The  second  is  a  cost  item  over  which  we  have  little  or  no  control. 
Both  are  essential  if  we  are  to  provide  a  quality  education  to  our  children. 

Summary 

Over  the  years  I  have  considered  it  a  privilege  to  work  with  each  of  the 
districts  of  S.A.U.  No.  20,  not  only  with  their  school  board  but  with  the  many 
fine  people  one  gets  to  meet.   It  certainly  makes  my  work  rewarding. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  thank  the  people  of  Errol  for  their  support  and  for 
allowing  me  to  serve  as  your  Superintendent  of  Schools.

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ERROL  CONSOLIDATED  SCHOOL 
PRINCIPAL'S  REPORT  -  1987 


All  aspects  of  the  classroom  are,  of  course,  the  responsibility  of  the 
teacher.   But,  all  aspects  of  instruction  cannot  be  limited  to  just  one  person. 
Your  school  depends  on  the  classroom  teacher  and  on  support  teachers  in  art, 
music,  and  physical  education.   These  special  teachers  are  "special"  to  your 
child's  education  and  they  develop  your  child's  reasoning  and  cognitive  skills. 
The  Errol  Consolidated  School's  program  includes  music  instruction  once  per 
week  with  Mrs.  Charleen  Bailey,  art  once  per  week  with  Mrs.  Melissa  Carr,  and 
physical  education  once  per  week  with  Mrs.  Cynthia  Woodward.   Mrs.  Woodward 
helped  to  conduct  our  year  end  field  day  and  Heart  Association  Jump-A-Thon. 
The  Sports  Association  donated  funds  for  trophies  and  lunch  for  field  day 
activities.   Our  health  curriculum  and  medical  records  are  managed  by  Mrs. 
Patricia  Sylvain.   Mrs.  Sylvain  also  conducted  a  bike  safety  program  for  the 
students . 

Carol  Norman,  another  "special"  to  your  school's  system,  serves  as  a 
teacher's  aide.   Carol  also  serves  as  an  advisor  to  the  student  council,  which 
is  composed  of  students  from  grades  four  through  eight.   The  council  elected 
officers  for  the  year  to  include:   president  -  Lisa  Lariviere,  vice-president  - 
Candy  Tracy,  secretary  -  Cara  Lariviere,  and  treasurer  -  Jennifer  Hurlbert. 
The  council  has  presented  a  play,  held  an  auction,  and  sponsored  a  Halloween 
party,  as  well  as  donating  time  and  money  to  worthy  causes. 

The  school's  kindergarten,  taught  by  Miss  Wight,  started  in  September 
rather  than  January  and  runs  for  two  and  one-half  hours  in  the  afternoon. 
Independence  and  self-reliance  are  important  qualities  for  school-aged  children. 
The  kindergarten's  readiness  program  gives  the  children  a  good  start  in  this 
direction. 

The  school's  activities  include  a  wide  range  of  events,  from  a  spelling 
bee  with  the  winner  going  to  the  county  spelling  bee  to  a  skiing  program  at 
the  Wilderness.   The  ski  program  concludes  with  a  school  winter  carnival.   This 
all  day  winter  event  continues  during  the  evening  with  the  presentation  of 
ribbons.   The  Errol  School  Association  then  hosts  the  carnival  dinner,  which  is 
followed  by  entertainment.   A  favorite  event  of  the  students  is  the  Science 
Fair.   The  winners  in  grades  four,  five,  and  six  went  onto  the  North  Country 
Science  Fair  in  Gorham.   The  4-H  organization  is  part  of  our  students'  lives, 
and  the  school  with  the  cooperation  of  the  local  4-H  leader  has  their  student 
IFYE  programs  in  the  school.   The  Music-In-The-Schools  program  offer  weekly 
recitals  during  the  month  of  March.   Heather  Lane  played  the  flute  at  the  Jr. 
High  All  State  concert.   The  students  performed  a  musical  play  in  the  spring 
and  a  special  music  program  for  Christmas.   Special  days  are  observed  in  school 
throughout  the  year.   The  most  important  of  these.  Memorial  Day,  marks  a  special 
occasion  of  brief  remembrance  at  the  town  monument  and  honors  the  veterans  by 
placing  a  carnation  on  each  grave. 

The  James  River  Company  gave  the  school  a  grant  of  five  hundred  dollars 
to  be  used  for  science  equipment  and  the  Errol  Hydroelectric  Company  donated 
a  new  aluminum  flagpole.  These  gifts  are  greatly  appreciated,  and  a  special 
thanks  goes  to  Tom  Calder  for  his  assistance  in  making  the  arrangements  for 
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the  flagpole.   Tom,  Fran  Coffin,  and  Mike  Kennard  erected  the  pole  with  Fran 
supplying  the  cement.        , 

The  Errol  School  Association  has  become  an  important  part  of  the  school 
system.   The  group  holds  several  planning  meetings  during  the  year  and  donates 
time  and  money  to  benefit  the  students.

Mr.  Bellavance  explained  that  the  extra  $2,000.00  in  the  budget  would 
be  used  to  pay  the  cost  of  having  formal  plans  drawn  up  by  an  architect  for 
approval  by  the  State  to  comply  with  the  requirements  for  building  aid.

Mr.  Bellavance  suggested 
that  an  emergency  training  course  may  be  taken  by  the  teachers.  Mr.  Bellavance 
requested  the  names  and  telephone  numbers  of  the  EMT's  that  reside  in  Errol 
who  could  be  called  upon  in  these  types  of  situations. 

Moderator,  Mona  Douglass,  thanked  the  members  of  the  Errol  School  Study 
Committee  for  their  time  and  work  in  preparing  their  recommendations  for 
improving  our  school  building.
